SUR-REPLY OF LOUISVILLE GAS AND ELECTRIC COMPANY
AND KENTUCKY UTILITIES COMPANY TO REPLY TO THE RESPONSE TO THE
THE PETITION TO INTERVENE OF GEQFFREY M. YOUNG

Louisville Gas and Electric Company (“LG&E”™) and Kentucky Utilities Company
(“KU™) (collectively “LG&E/KU” or the “Companies™) respectfully file this sur-reply to the
Reply of Mr. Young in support of his petition for intervention and for their sur-reply, submit the
following three brief points:

1. Mr. Young’s testimony in previous Commission cases demonstrates that he lacks

the education and professional training to testify as an expert witness on matters that are the



subject of the Commission’s jurisdiction. The participation of such lay persons as an intervener,
especially on a pro se basis, in previous cases has proven to be problematic at best.’

2, Mr. Young’s Reply fails to show how his interest as a customer is substantially
different from the interest of all other customers. Though Mr. Young’s interests as an
environmentalist may be different than those of other customers, his environmental concerns are
not jurisdictional to this Commission; indeed, as the Commission stated in its recent Order
denying Mr. Young rehearing of the Commission’s Order denying him intervention in the
Companies’ Integrated Resource Plan proceeding, “[There is a distinction between assessing the
economic impact of complying with the Clean Air Act on a utility’s resource assessment, which
the [intervention] regulation requires, and examining the environmental impacts of pollution
from a utility's generation resources on the environment, which the regulation does not require.”
Therefore, Mr. Young’s interest in this proceeding does not rise to the level of a “special
interest” necessary to grant intervention.

3. To the extent Mr. Young, as a customer of KU, desires to express his beliefs and
opinion on KU’s application for a change in base rates, he may do so by either submitting his
public comments in writing to the Commission or appearing at the public portion of the hearing
in this case and expressing his views in person. This should provide him a complete opportunity

to express his views and ideas on the environment.
